New York Police Thought 
To Have Spotted Fugitive 


UTICA- N.Y. (AP) — A young 
man thought to be connected to 
the bombing of a University of 
Wisconsin research laboratory 
eluded a widespread overnight 
search conducted by state and 
local police and the FBI. 


The search was touched off by 


a policeman in the city of Little 
Falls, about 25 miles east of Uti- 
ca, who identified an*t>ccupant 
of a car.he stopped as Dwight 
Armstrong, 18, sought in the 
Wisconsin bombing. The police- 
man made the identification 
from a newspaper description 
and photograph. 


But today, federal and 


authorities said they still

checking the identity to confirm 
that the individual sought was 
the same Armstrong named in a 
federal warrant. 


Companion Unidentified 


The youth, and as yet uniden- 


tified companion, were stopped 
in Little Falls for having a 
faulty muffler. Local police said 
one of the pair identified him- 
self as Armstrong and produced 
an automobile license bearing 
that name.

Speaking at a gala state dinner 
tendered by President Nixon, 
President Gustavo Diaz Ordaz 
of Mexico has sounded a warn- 
ing that U.S. restrictions on in- 
ternational trade may imperil 
the economy of Latin America. 


It was the one somber note at 


a gathering of 660 VIP guests 
from both sides of the border 
Thursday night devoted mainly 
to lavish expressions of Mexi- 
can-American friendship. 


Nixon capped a day-long sa- 


lute to the visiting chief of state 
by describing Mexico as "the 
country we have a special place 
for in our hearts."

show for Diaz Ordaz at the 82- 
year-okL Victorian-style Hotel 
del Ooronado just two weeks aft- 
er reaching a bunder boundary- 
agreement with the Mexican 
president in tiw betow-the-bor- 
der resort town of Puerto Val- 
larta.

students, more appointments 
and promotions for female 
teachers and an end to the 
policy that refuses teaching 
Jobs to qualified wives of 
maHe faculty. 


New resolutions adopted in 


Tuesday morning's caucus. 
from which the press was 
barred, asked that ASA add a 
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committee on women to act 
as a pressure group within the 
organization, sources said. 


With the backing of many 


who walked out, the sources 
said, the caucus was asked 
that the area of study known 
as "the sociology of sex 
roles" shift its focus from 
women's roles exclusively to a 
consideration of sex roles in 
society.

Shirley Chisolm: Violence No Way to Achieve American Dream

Land of the free? Home of 


the brave? 


The American dream that 


has come true for some has 
yet to materialize for racial 
minorities, young people and 
women here in the United 
States, according to Demo- 
cratic Congresswoman Shirley 
Chisolm. But, she said, de- 
struction of life, limb and 
property will only succeed in 
tearing this country farther 
apart. 


Speaking Thursday night, 


the first black woman to be 
elected to a seat in the U.S. 
House of Representatives did 
not specifically mention the 
recent bombing that took the 
life of one man and injured 
four others at the University 
of Wisconsin-Madison,. 


There was no need. 
Her a u d i e n c e was com- 


prised of University of Wis- 
consin Green Bay students 
and concerned townspeople 
mutually sensitive to a state- 
ment against violence. In the 
aftermath of tragedy so vivid 
in its proximity and implica- 
tions, Mrs. Chisolm's plea to 
work within the system was 
received not with protest, but 
a standing ovation. 


Her talk, "Social Revolu- 


tion," was the first in this 
season's UWGB lecture and 
artist series. Despite the rainy 
evening, nearly every seat in 
the main campus lecture hall 
was occupied as young and 
old gathered to hear a speak- 
er who has earned a reputa- 
tion for being an outspoken 
champion of the underdog. 


Intellectually t o u g h and 


morally dedicated. Mrs. Chis- 
olm spoke with a fervor that 
bordered at times on the 
evangelistic. Her strength, she 
is quick to tell listeners, 
comes from more than 20 
years of working her way up 
through the system to become 
familiar with its strengths and 
weaknesses and ultimately to 
overcome its prejudices and 
inhumanities. 


"You've got to know what 


you are attacking," she told 
the young who seek change. 
By the same token, adults 
must put an end to using this 
country's youth as scapegoats. 
At times, she added, students 
are overemotional and at 
times they indulge in acts the 
congresswoman says she can 
not condone. But said Mrs. 
Chisolm, young have opened 


the country's eyes to hypocri- 
sy and injustice. 


"The t u r b u l e n t Sixties 


should have taught us that 
things are happening so fast 
that we no longer have time 
to hide behind words," the 
congresswoman 
admonished. 


"When will we awaken and 
come out behind our mask 
and understand that our na- 
tion is in deep, deep trouble?" 


Reminiscing about her visits 


to Appalachia where she saw 
white children unable to walk 
and to the Mississippi Delta, 
where she was confronted 
with black youngsters, their 
bellies distended from mal- 
nutrition, Mrs. Chisholm told of 
how she returned 
to her 


district, Brooklyn's impover- 
i s h e d Be dford-stuyvesant 
ghetto, feeling more strongly 


than ever 
that America's 


priorities are badly in need of 
reordering. 


"If you had visited the 


same places, you could never 
come back to Green Bay and 
be the same person ... And 
yet in Washington D.C., we 
can talk about ABM's and 
stockpiling missiles and we're 
not going to have people to 
safeguard because those peo- 
ple aren't going to live to be 
40 years old," 
said Mrs. 


Chisolm. 


"Sure we have to have 


advances — don't misunder- 
stand me ... I'm not Nean- 
derthal at all," she added. 
"But 
the 
most 
important 


thing is the conservation and 
preservation of our most val- 
uable resource and that is 
human beings and we're miss- 
ing the boat!" 


Making a strong pica for 


her white audience to under- 
stand the black man's demand 
for equality, she placed the 
civil rights movement at the 
crux of America's problem. 
"There will never be any 
peace in America until this 
racism is settled," she warn- 
ed. 


Time and again throughout 


the evening, Mrs. Chisolm 
emphasized t h r e e points: 
White America must under- 
stand that black citizens are 
seeking their share 
of the 


American dream with a per- 
severance exhibited by no 
other ethnic group in the 
history of this country. Male 
America m u s t understand 
that women are striving to be 
judged on. the basis of their 


merits and to help solvu the 
many crises afflicting our 
society. And "over-30" Amer- 
ica must come to grips with 
the young generation's de- 
mand for truth and justice in 
every area of life. 


Admitting that 
her own 


personal struggle to overcome 
the 
"handicaps" of being 


black and female has led her 
to the brink of bitterness and 
anger, Mrs. Chisolm publicly 
prayed for the strength to 
keep herself "under control." 


"I love America because I 


measure this country not by 
her achievements, but by her 
potential," she said. There's 
no time for hatred. We must 
have p r o g r e s s and under- 
standing ... I'm willing to 
give the system one last 
chance."

the bounds of safety.

years. Even if someone does 
match or exceed his record, 
Lombardi will remain unique. 
Probably no other sports fig- 
ure has ever commanded as 
much respect and confidence 
— in or out of athletics — as 
Lombardi. C o a c h i n g has 
produced its share of legen- 
dary figures — A.A. Stagg, 
Knute Rockne, "Curly" Lam- 
beau, George Halas, as just a 
few examples — but it is 
doubtful that the influence of 
any of them transcended ath- 
letic b o u n d a r i e s the way 
Vince's did. 


His intelligence, drive and 


leadership would have served 
him in good stead in atny 
endeavor. In fact, Lombardi 
could almost have had his 
pick of jobs. At one tune, 
there was considerable specu- 
lation that he might become 
baseball commissioner. There 
were more than a few sugges- 
tions that he should run for 
the governorship of Wisconsin.

was discontinued Tuesday. 


Berg, who also is president of 


the Wisconsin Building Movers 
Association, said that "it is the 
feeling among the members of 
the association that they will 
have to seek outside activities 
along with their building-moving 
business" because of the declin- 
ing demand. 


However, he added the de- 


mand still exists in the Fox 
Valley and Wisconsin to some 
degree. 


Berg said his company also is 


contemplating starting a modu- 
lar home erection program but 
nothing is definite yet. 


The company purchased $500,- 


000 worth of new equipment for 
the derailment service soon 
after it reached agreements 
with the two railroads Jan. 1. 
Its headquarters at Greenville 
also may be remodeled slightly 
for a railroad salvage outlet.

Nitrate Concentrates in Corn 
Presents Danger to Livestock

OSHKOSH — Livestock 


poisoning could result from 
improper handling when 
green feeding or ensiling of 
sorghums and corn with high 
nitrate accumulations. 


Drought which has hit the 


Fox Valley is the major factor 
causing corn plants to store 
nitrates. Unbalanced fertility 
and 
unfavorable tem- 


peratures also are respon- 
sible. 


The 
most 
dangerous 


situation exists for three to 
five days after a rain following 
a prelonged drought period. 
During the dry 
period 


available nitrate is ac- 
cumulating in the soil but the 
plant cannot get it for lack of 
water. Once it rains, water 
becomes plentiful and the 
plants take up nitrate-nitrogen 
very rapidly. 


Do not green-feed this corn. 


When green-feeding, there is 
no chance of reducing the 
nitrate content. This practice 
is more dangerous than 
utilizing corn as silage since 
some nitrates may be reduced 
in silage making through the 
loss of nitrate hi the gas, in the 
drainage and in the fer- 
mentation. Silage is the safest 
method of handling high- 
nitrate corn. It might be better 
to buy hay if necessary for a 
three-week period and ensile 
the stunted corn than to green 
feed the corn. 


Nitrate Danger 


Immature corn being placed 


In the silo can be higher in 
nitrates than mature corn. 
Therefore, be sure to wait 
until corn has reached 
desirable maturity for silage. 
Do not fill the silo within the 
next three to five days after a 
rain. 


A nitrate test is available at 


the University of Wisconsin 


soils department to determine 
the level of nitrate ac- 
cumulation. The tune to have 
this test made is when the crop 
is to be fed. Changes in nitrate 
accumulation occur in the silo 
and this test should be made 
when the silo is opened and 
silage fed to cattle. 


If the crop is green fed, then 


the test should be made im- 
mediately. It is necessary that 
the sample be placed in an air- 
tight bag and frozen. It should 
remain cool until arrival at 
the testing laboratory to in- 
sure an- accurate test. Silage 
which is allowed to heat in the 
container will test differently 
than actually conditions at the 
time of harvest. 


Corn and other plants are 


luxury feeders of nitrogen. 
Plants need a certain amount 
of nitrogen to build protein, 
but often they take up more 
nitrogen man they need or can 
convert to protein.

WetAcres 


Although the land was good, 


the five were plagued with 
problems 
of 
water 


management which annually 
damaged crops. "The soil was 
good but because of the ex- 
cessive wetness it cut down 


the production of the fields," 
said Zueollo. 


Although ditching was 


discussed earlier, the only 
outlet for water from the five 
farms was through a single 
channel on the Schumacher 
farm. 


The farmers started plans 


for the tiling project a year 
ago. After Soil Conservation 
Service surveys were com- 
pleted, the project was started 
six weeks ago. The men 
worked to aid each other 
throughout the project "Ah" of 
them worked on each other's 
farms all the way through," 
said Zucollo. 


Key Outlet 


The outlet, which was the 


key to the project, was in- 
stalled on the Schumacher 
farm. 


After plans were completed, 


the work of tiling the project 
"took just six weeks," said 
Schumacher. 


The added work of aiding 


with the tiling combined with 


farm work to cause long hours 
for the men, "It kept us pretty 
busy up to 16 hours a day," 
said Schumacher. 


The greatest amount of tile 


was installed on the Sieber 
farm where 15,250 feet of tile 
plus a share of the main outlet 
was installed. 


"It was just too low and 


there was no outlet," said 
Sieber. 


Run-off Problem 


He said water could not run 


off fay itself, and because of 
the heavy soil was not readily 
absorbed. "There was no 
chance of the water running 
away by itself." 


Strips were cut through a 


corn field to permit in- 
stallation of the tile on 
schedule on the Sieber farm. 
The corn growing on the fields 
normally is used for silage. 


"You can't get on the land 


early enough in the spring to 
plant corn that will get ripe," 
he said.

camping 
on the 
former 


Fralish farm during the 
cranberry harvest of 1911. 


Ernest Heise, who lives 


nearby, watched over the 
tombstone 
during recon- 


struction of the highway about 
three years ago. The 68-year- 
old Heise said he always knew 
where the grave was located 
and found the stone knocked 
over. He set it against large 
tree" stumps, then later on his 
front lawn for safe keeping 
during the road construction. 


Marker Considered 


He later told Herbert Bahr, 


Town of Aurora chairman, 
and member of the Waushara 
County Board of Supervisors, 
about the grave. The pair 
decided a marker should be 
provided. 


The tombstone is that of 


Mary Decorah, mother of the 
wife of Chief Oscar Pigeon 
from Wittenberg. Mrs. Pigeon 
was two years old when her 
mother died. 


After the Berlin Historical 


Society became interested in 
the grave and publicity stirred 
local interest, the foyal 4-H 
Club decided to provide the 
sign, as a club project. 


Project Started 


Daniel Doan, project leader 


for the dub, who lives near 
Borth, made the sign which 
reads: "Lest we forget, Here 
lies Mary Decorah, Born 1884, 
died 1911. A tribute to our 
early American heritage."

such a delicate one that it does not ap- 
pear that the bill would have really

*7 'at least expressed the opinion—as did 
'"; former President Johnson eventually— 
.. that a political rather than a military 
_j, settlement must be sought. He has at 


last dispatched a top negotiator to the 


-."talks in Paris. By insisting that all 
* American troops be out of Vietnam by a 
'^ certain date, we might only be en- 
! ~couraging the enemy to refuse to 
:> negotiate in depth until that time in the 


belief—probably pretty well fortified— 
that the South Vietnamese would not 


•: have a strong enough military force or 


• the backing of the people by that time to 


.prevent a Communist takeover. 


Even Vice President Spiro Agnew's 


usual extreme rhetoric that passage of 
the bill would mean "a blueprint for the 
first defeat in the history of the United 
States" is not particularly wrong. The 
Vice President might study his 
American history a little more 
thoroughly. Little Big Horn and the 
burning of Washington were hardly 
victories. But the hard fact today is that 
we have lost in Vietnam and perhaps the 
sooner we accept that fact the better. We 
should try to salvage all we can from 
that debacle but national pride is not 
that important. 


The vote in the Senate was close 


enough to indicate that many Senators 
believe that body must take a more 
active role in future foreign policy 
decisions and we agree. There has been 
too much secrecy, too many decisions 
made by a handful of people from what 
has turned out to be doubtful and even 
erroneous information, too many doubts 
among the American people about our 
policies. And there has been too much 
isolation of the White House f rom what is 
a sizeable opposition to our involvement 
in Vietnam. 


Now we must hope that the"-Nixon 


Administration gets the message that 
there is strong backing for our getting 
out of Indochina completely—and that 
the leaders in Hanoi come to realize that 
the timetable depends upon the success 
of the negotiations at Paris. 


Corn Blight Raises Prices 


A corn blight which has spread 


- rapidly northward as far as Wisconsin 
threatens to reduce this year's crop by 
anywhere from 5 to 50 per cent, ac- 
cording, to which expert turns out to be 
right. And the weather in September is 
critical as to how fast the blight will 
spread. 


Ifs a new and more virulent form of 


Southern leaf blight, an old fungus pest. 
The new blight was first noticed in 
Midwestern corn fields last summer, but 
it didn't attract much attention because 
weather conditions weren't right for it to 
spread very far or do much damage. 
This summer, however, the 
fungus 


spores have ridden north on warm moist 
winds from the southwest and the hot, 
humid weather has helped spread the 
disease. Nearly all fields in the major 
corn belt states of Illinois, Iowa and 
Indiana have shown some signs of the 
blight. 


The blight already has had an impact 


on the price of com. In the last three 


weeks'the Chicago wholesale price of 
No. 2. yellow corn, a key feed grain, has 
risen as much as 15 per cent. 


Any rises in corn prices will have 


further impact on the price housewives 
will pay for meat, chickens and eggs. 
Corn is the nation's most important feed 
grain. Market experts see potential 
prices of $1 a pound for hamburger and 
$2 for porterhouse steaks, or 45 cents a 
pound for broiler chickens and 85 cents 
per dozen for eggs. 


There is no immediate solution in 


sight. Most corn farmers say spraying is 
far too expensive and there's no cer- 
tainty it will control the blight. Seed 
companies are hoping to introduce new 
hybrids for planting next spring, but 
they could be in short supply. 


Just when" the Nixon Administration 


seems to be on the verge of bringing the 
inflation in prices under control, the corn 
blight could impose a new hardship on 
household budget keepers.

The untimely death of Vince Lorn- 


bardi in the prime of his career as a 
professional football coach and business 
administrator takes from the sports 
scene one of its most dynamic and 
colorful personalities. 


Although his death was not unex- 


pected because of the well-founded but 
unofficial reports of his deteriorating 
physical condition following two 
operations, it still came as a shock. 
Those who have followed Mr.* Lom- 
bardi's career certainly felt that here 
•was a man of indomitable will who just 
would not be felled by a physical 
ailment And yet his final illness came 
with devastating and relentless sud- 
denness and to a man who had so prized 
physical fitness in himself as well as 
others. 


The details of Mr. Lombardi's suc- 


cess in his chosen vocation are well 
enough known to require no detailed 
repetition here. Above and beyond that 
record, however, was the motivating 
force, the man's philosophy, which must 
be equally remembered for its impact on 
those around him as well as those who 
did not directly come within that sphere. 
That philosophy centered on man's 
striving for perfection within himself. 
Mr. Lombardi saw failures along the 
road toward that goal as prods to suc- 
cess, but he recognized success as 
having its own built-in obstacles toward 
the effort and dedication necessary to 
prevent backsliding. 


Mr. Lombards was a hard taskmaster 


on the football field because he saw no 
other way to win. He could understand 
human failures -while demanding per- 
fection. He often was less critical •when 
failures occurred than when success was 
achieved through less than the complete 
use of an individual's talents whose 
complete fulfillment he saw as an 
obligation. The one human failure he 
could not forgive was shirking from 
dedication to reach a goal, even one 
which seemed beyond human reach.

authority are the things one most

possess if he is to achieve." he 
frequently said. He saw those qualities 
also as necessary in man's day-to-day 
life and as national goals. In evaluating 
today's national problems he said that 
"the struggle America faces today is a 
struggle for the hearts and souls and 
minds of men"' in that "we must walk 
the tight rope between the consent we 
must receive and the control we must 
exert"' in accepting the exercise of 
authority rather than its condemnation. 


It was during his coaching tenure in 


Green Bay that Mr. Lombardi put to the 
test his belief that loyalty, teamwork, 
Spartanism with sacrifices and what he 
called "heart power, not hate power"' 
were the touchstones to success.

Green Bay 
provided him with a glittering op-

Taylor Writes 
New British Government 
Faces Same Old Problems 


BY HENRY J. TAYLOR 


LONDON — This country's 


election of a conservative 
government did not change 
Britain's economic facts and 
prospects, but it did change 
the methods of dealing with 
them. And now comes the 
question: What can the con- 
servative government do? 


In terms of Labor govern- 


ment inheritance, you could 
make a case history out of 
British Leyland, 
one of 


Europe's 
three 
largest 


automobile producers. West 
Germany's Volkswagonwerk 
and Italy's Fiat are the other 
two. Leyland employs 175,000 
workers and has 87 plants. But 
Lord Stokes, its chairman, 
tells me he faces "anarchy 
and chaos." 


For openers, its immense 


Coventry plant was knocked 
into a standstill by a new 
Communist-led gimmick in 
British labor relations. About 
7,500 of the 85,000 workers 
staged a militant campaign to 
be paid the wages lost through 
Leyland layoffs due to strikes 
and other stoppages in outside 
companies' component plants. 


StrikeForLayoffPay 


This gimmick of "strike for 


your layoff pay" is proving to 
be literally lethal Yet all 
firms are powerless to effect 
the strikes in outside com- 
ponent plants of the in- 
numerable other companies— 
and so is the new British 
government. 


Leyland, for example, has 


had only two internal disputes 
in three years, yet it continues 
crippled by layoffs of labor 
through (admittedly) no fault 
of its own. And since last 
October its workers have lost 
30 working days because of 17 
outside disputes. 


But this is the first time in 


Britain that workers have 
struck for layoff payments. 
Moreover, at a recent mass 
meeting called to promote this 
new gimmick, only 12 of the 
7.500 workers involved voted 


against the proposal for a 
walkout every time there was 
a layoff. 


The spearheads in the 


promotion are three Com- 
munist Party members, Dick 
Etheridge, Peter Nicholas and 
Arthur Harper, who served as 
an unofficial force within the 
ranks of their unions' 28-man

executive group. They make 
no bones about their purpose. 
Only last week Etheridge 
publicly said that the militant 
claim for layoff pay due to 
outside disputes can be 
"dynamite for British in- 
dustry." 


The result has caused 


Leyland's Lord Stokes, for 
one, to consider recognition of 
a shop stewards' committee 
idea, which has been growing 
here in power and influence. 
He feels it might force 
national and local union of- 
ficials to come to terms with 
the 
unofficial 
28-man 


executive group. 


Unprecedented Power 


Prime Minister Heath, in 


turn, realizes that this move 
would give shop stewards 
unprecedented power within 
the 
official 
bargaining 


machinery. But he knows that 
the decisive strength behind 
aggressive wage claims in 
British industry lies in the 
shop 
steward (who 


corresponds to a foreman in 
our countrv-) representatives 
— which is, of itself, another 
inheritance from the Labor 
government 


The scale of the strikes here 


is disastrous in Mr. Heath's — 
also inherited — balance of 
payments problems. And, 
spurred on by the new "layoff 
pay" gimmick, he intends to 
sponsor the formation of a 
national council consisting of 
national and local union of- 
ficials, shop stewards and 
company labor relations 
executives. But, behind the 
scenes, that effort is stum- 
bling badly. 


Transport Workers Union 


Leader Jack Jones, 
the1 


Engineering Workers' Hugh\ 
Scanlon and the Vehicle 
Builders' Alf Roberts, all 
three potent political powers 
in British politics under the 
Labor government and all 
three out to get Heath's scalp, 
totally reject the Heath idea. 
In fact, they did so privately in 
a meeting with Mr. Heath as 
long ago as July 1. 


Adding insult to injury, they 


turned around and demanded

retain local responsibility for 
the financing of capital con-

Forecasts are rash in public 
affairs, but the sponsors of the 
state financing plan are 
probably reasonably prudent 
when they hope that they can 
persuade the people to accept 
the change by the mid-1970s.

Writing a column, as I have 


steadily learned in the last 25 
years, is a two-way street: Its 
success depends nearly ai 
much upon the reader as upon 
the writer. 


For it is largely the readers 


who keep the writer sharply 
aware of his errors, his ex- 
cesses, and the inevitable 
blind spots in his tem- 
perament and background. 


One's own fallibility is hard 


for a writer to see, sitting 
behind a typewriter, telling 
people daily what he thinks 
and feels. There is a natural, if 
deplorable, 
tendency to 


confuse oneself with God's 
official spokesman. 


The dissenting letters — 


even the angry and abusive 
ones — help him to keep a 
sensible perspective about 
himself and his work. They 
also act as a brake on his self- 
esteem, which is a deadly 
enemy of honest writing. 


This is not to say that the 


favorable letters and com- 
ments do not-also serve their 
purpose. They make a nerve- 
racking task seem worth- 
while, even on the most 
bleak or barren of days. 


It is perennially heart- 


warming that so many others 
—strangers in all parts of the 
world, who are yet somehow 
friends—think and feel as you 
do. The comradeship of 
shared ideas can be as 
nourishing as love. 


And it is more than heart- 


warming, it is inspiring, to 
know that something you have 
written 
has 
prompted 


someone to re-examine his 
beliefs or to filter his
